Our 
umall farmers in many oases have sustained 
loo great losses (luring the past seven; winter 
to reap much benefit merely by relieviiis 
them from an immediate payment ol inter- 
est. Something more lias 1.1 ba done, They 
will soon be ngaiii liable fur tax--. In-inl- 
ments will likewise fall due So through 
being emlmriassetl by Us ofslook— the wile 
■• which was intended to meet their habit- 
ues to the Government— tit")' will l.e very 
r.ard pressed indeed to meet such demands 
punctually- We are even assured that some 
who have lost their stork will rind it ex- 
tremely difficult to put in a cmp. We are 
periuaded that many will find it h ml enough 
to scrape together enough to me«l iheir 
taxes Under such oircumstancea it would 
be cruel to press settlers and Ihns still la- 
ther embarrass their farming operationally 
insisting un the immediate |iaymeiit »l the.r 
instalmenis into the provincial tteasury. 

We cannot learn thu-l any diaooaitiu.l has 
been expressed to insist on the punctual 
payment of instalments as they fall doe, 
But ns no provision has bedn mule io de- 
fer the payment, the settler will hove no 
guarantee that lie will l.e exempted.
